From Shanghai On 
Final Rail Escape 


Communists Report 
Wiping Out Eight 
Nationalist Armies 


SHANGHAI, May 2—(Censored) 


—</p>—Traffic was reported sus- 
pended today on the lost railway 
escape from Communist-menaced 
Shanghai to south China. 


Inside the city, the chaotic mo- 
ney market crashed at mid-day 
after garrison headquarters out- 
lawed free trading In prewar sil- 
ver dollars on threat of death— 
obviously a measure of great des- 
peration. 


The Red radio last night said 
eight Chinese government armies 
were "wiped out" and parts of 
four other armies "routed" In the 
Nanklng-Shanghai-Hangchow area, 
(A Chinese army Is usually 20,000 
men). The Red broadcast's claim 
of a "great victory" waa not con- 
firmed by government sources. 


The semi-official Chinese cen- 
tral news agency said rail service 
had been suspended between Hang- 
chow and Nanchang. Hangchow Is 
a 
seaport and 
communications 


center 100 air -miles southwest of 
Shanghai. 
Nanchang, capital of 
Klangsi province, is 
about 280 
miles farther south-west.

Dr. Lord Wasn't Homosexual. Hester 
Says In Signed Voluntary Statement 


CLEBURNE, May 2.—(IP)—Arth- 
ur Clayton Hester today signed a 
voluntary statement saying Dr. 
John Lord "was not a homosexual 
as I testified." 
The 18-year-old youth was con- 
victed Saturday of murdering the 
Texas Christian University dean 
and sentenced to 60 years in prison. 
Allegations of homosexuality—and 
Hester's testimony to 
unnatural 
acts with the slain dean—played a 
large part in the trial. 
Today's statement was signed by 
Hester in the office of District At- 
torney John A. James. It said in 
part: 
"I was afraid Mr. James would 
prosecute me again If I said I had 
lied during the trial. Dr. Lord was 
not a homosexuel as I testified to 
and not at any time did he ever 
have an unnatural^ sexual relation 
with me or conduct himself in any 
manner that would lead me to be- 
lieve he was a homosexual." 
During the trial Hester testified 
that he bludgeoned the educator 
to death because Dr. Lord broke a 
promise to lend him the Lord car 
if Hester would submit to an un- 
natural act.

Mississippi and Louisiana were 
lit by tornadlc winds yesterday, 
Twisters struck in Oklahoma and 
Texas Saturday. Western Kansas 
also received minor damage Satur- 
day. 


Oklahoma took the worst beat-

Today's discussions were expected 
to be a common plan of procedure 
for the three powers. 


A meeting between Jessup and 
Malik, or a meeting of all four 
big power representatives may be 
arranged 'after today's session. 
One point to be discussed this 
afternoon is a date 
for 
lifting 
the Berlin blockade. Another Is 
the setting of a date for a meet- 
ing of the four-power council of 
foreign ministers. 


A date for a meeting of tha 
council Is one of Russia's condi- 
tions for lifting the blockade. A 
date for lifting the blockade may 
be set this week.

Rayburn Backing 
Five Amendments 
To Labor Measure 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
2—C/P>— 
Speaker Rayburn announced to- 
day his support of five amend- 
ments to the administration la- 
bor bill and said he believes they 
will assure passage of the meas- 
ure. 


Rayburn told a news conference 
the amendments are being drafted 
by a group of house members In- 
cluding southern Democrats. They 
will be offered tomorrow when the 
house resumes debate on labor 
legislation. 
Briefly, he said, here's what they 


would do: 
1. Give the President authority 
to Intervene, either by Injunction 
or plant seizure, In a threatened 
strike Involving the public wel- 
fare. 


2. Make It "perfectly clear" that 
there Is- to be freedom of speech 
on both sldea m * labor contro- 
versy. 


3. Require non-Communist affi- 
davits to be made by leaders of 
both labor and omnagement. 


4. Make certain that financial 
reports of labor organizations are 
available to members of the un- 
ions and perhaps to the public 
generally. 


6. Require that both sides in a 
controversy must bargain "in good 
faith." 


Many of tha amendments are 
similar to provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley law which President Tru- 
man wants repealed. None of them 
In In the 
administration's 
bill, 
sponsored by Chairman Leslnski 
(D-MIch) of the house labor com- 
mittee. 


Rayburn said the Injunction or 
plant 
seizure amendment may 


combine both proposals. Person- 
ally, he said, he Is not strongly in 
favor of a seizure provision by 
Itself. 


Rayburn outlined his position 


following a White House confer- 
ence at which labor legislation 
was discussed. 
He did not say 
whether President Truman 
has 
approved the amendments, but the 
Inference was that the chief exec- 
utive has.

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NO "FREE" MEDICINE 
Congress has begun what 


promises to be a long and 
storniy consideration of pro- 
posals for some sort of na- 
tional health improvement 
program. In the c o m i n g 
months much talk •will be 
heard for and against "free 
medicine." The first thing to 
remember about these pro- 
posals is that their benefits 
most definitely would not be 
free. 


Under the administration 


plan, persons receiving the 
benefits would pay for them 
with a direct payroll tax, on 
• basis like that of the Social 
Security tax. Under some of 
the other plans everybody 
would pay, whether eligible 
for any b e n e f i t , or not, 
through ordinary taxes, 
since the plans would be fi- 
nanced out of general feder 
al and state funds. One of 
the very debatable points 
•bout the whole idea it 
which of these two general 
methods of paying for pub- 
lic medical services 
would 


be the better. Whichever 
might be adopted, the medi- 
cal benefit would be paid 
for, by taxes of one kind or 
another. 


The word "free," used 


with the administration pro 
posals, means that persons 
receiving medical attention 
'in most cases would not re- 
ceive any direct bills for 
it. In the other proposals it 
means that persons not able 
to pay the normal cost of 
medical services would re- 
ceive attention, to varying 
degrees according to the dif- 
ferent proposals, partly or 
wholly at public expense. 


Intelligent 
consideration 


of the health plans on their 
own merits without regard 
to political points of view is 
greatly needed. Such impar- 
tial consideration 
will be 


helped by remembering thai 
they propose not free medi- 
cine but only different means 
of paying for medicine. 


FRESH APPROACH 
The choice of VIce-Admlr 
al Alan G. Kirk to be am- 
bassador to Moscow has em- 
phasized the fresh approach 
the United States is prepar- 
ed to make to relations with 
Russia. It has been suggest 
ed t h a t one of Admiral 
Kirk's most valuable quail 
fications for the post is the 
fact that-he has had no pre 
vious dealings with Russian 
leaders in unpleasant situa- 
tions. Thus he can go to Mos- 
.cow.'to make new contacts, 
free from the rankling of 
past irritations, with a fresh 
mental attitude and a full 
. stock of patience. 


The choice calls attention 
to tin advantage which the 
United States has, in the 
long run, in difficult nego- 
tiations with a totalitarian 
government such as that >f 
Russia. We are able to send 
fresh leaders into the nego- 
tiations at will, because the 
nature of our 
government 


contemplates change 
from 


time to time, without loss of 
prestige for 
anyone. The 


nature of, our government 
also made it possible for the 
previous ambassador, Lieut 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 
to request relief from the 
job.when he thought it wise 
, to do no, without any loss of 
dignity or standing. 


.Such things are not pos- 


sible for the government ol 
Russia.. It depends on con- 


, tinuity of policies and lead- 
ers. To change an official 
except to promote him to a 
more exalted post, is to indi 
cate that he has been wrong, 
and it is a dangerous thing 
to be wrong in a totalitarian 
regime. In such an atmos- 
phere it is unthinkable that 
an official request his with- 
drawal from a post which is 
overtaxing his endurance or 
where he cannot act accord- 
ing to his own convictions. 
It has often been remark 
•d that the Russians, being 
Oriental 
in nature, have

Of the estimated 7.50C 
doctors in Ohio, two-thirds 
hve in those three cities, 
but less than half of, the peo- 
ple of the state live in them 
Obviously medical services 
in other sections are more 
overworked than those 
in 


the. three large cities. 


If all who would like to 
study medicine in Ohio were 
able to do so, the problen 
would soon be solved. Las' 
year 7,556 students tried to 
get into the three medica 
schools in Ohio, but only 29-, 
werer admitted. Presumably

had got in. Lack of training 
facilities makes it necessary

New Test Case On 
Segregation Gets 
Court Rejection 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
2.— 
The supreme court today refused 
to consider a new test case against 
negroes who 
buy 
property in 


white 
residential 
developments 
covered by restrictive covenants. 


The high tribunal May 3, 1948, 


ruled lower courts could not en- 
force similar restrictive agreements 
on proparties in St. Louis, De- 
troit and the District of Columbia. 
Later, the Maryland Court of ap- 


peals cited the supreme court rul- 
ing in refusing to enforce a cove- 
nant against two negro 
couples 


who bought properties in a devel- 
opment In Anne Arundel County, 
Md. The development is called 
"Beachwood Forest". The covenant 
prohibits sale of properties to ne- 
groes, Chinese and Japanese. 
Six white property owners in the 


development asked 
the Supreme 
court to rule that the Maryland 
court misapplied the 1948 ruling. 
They said facts in the Maryland 
case are different from those in- 
volved in the 1948 ruling. Particu- 
lorly, they emphasized a contention 
that the negroes In the Maryland 
case had full knowledge of the re- 
striction before they bought prop- 
erties.
